THE LEGISLATURE. 


At the opening of the session on Monday, 
Councillor Lyman, in behalf of the committee 
on Petitions and Memorials, reported “A Memo- 
rial to Congress for a donation of land to set- 
tlers.”’ Daring the sitting of the Council the 
memorial was read, adopted and sent to the 
House for concurrence. Councillor Whiting 
presented “‘a petition for en increase in the legie- 
lative representation of San Pete county, which 
was read and referred to the committee on Elec- 
tions. 

Councillor Richards presented “An act to in- 
corporate Great §.it Lake City,’ which was re- 
ferred to the committee on Incorporations. 
The suggestions of Judge Saow, published ia 
last week’s Mounralngga, were recommended to 
the committee on Judiciary for their early con- 
sideration. In the House, Mr. Rockwood, chair- 
man of committee on Militia, presented the fol- 
lowing report:

same time, leave to introduce a bill better adapted 
te the edacationa! wants of the rising generation. 
Before the rising of the House, “An act in rela- 
tion to common schools” was taken up, and 
passed its first reading. Mr. Brown presented 
bill entitled “An act to amend an act in relation 
te the Judiciary,” which was referred to that 
committee. 

Mr. Rockwocd presented four fee bills from 
Alexander Wilson, E:q,, Territorial prosecuting 
attorney, amounting to $9625, which was re- 
ferred to the committees on Claims, &c- 

Daring this sitting the Hon. Judge Smith ad- 
ministered the usual member’s oath to the Hon. 
Seth M. Blair, who had been confined to his bed 
and sickness up to that day. The hon. member 
received a cordial welcome from his colleagues. 
We were certainly giad to see him in his seat 
within the bar, but that pleasure was measura- 
bly abridged by the apprehension that he had 
ventgred oat rather early. 

On Wednesday the Council received from the. 
House the “Memorial to Congreas for a dona- 
tion of land to settlers” amended, in which the 
Council afterwards concurred. The memorials 
on the mail service were also returned with the 
concurrence of the House. The committee on In- 
corporations presented “An act authorizing the 
incorporating of towns and villeges,” which 
was after the first reading, laid on the table in- 
definitely. In addition to the occupation of the 
House with the memorials from the Council, the 
“Act relating to common schools” was taken up 
and read. Several sections were stricken out, 
and the bill was referred back to the committee 
on Education. 

On Thursday the secretary of the Council 
read the report of the treasurer of the Deseret 
Agricultural and Manufacturing Society, which 
was referred to the committee on Agriculture, 
&c., with instructiens to investigate the affairs 
of the society and report thereon. The ‘‘Act to 
incorporate Great Salt Lake City was taken up 
on its seoond reading by sections. After the 
adoption of numerous amendments, the bill was 
referred to the committee on Judiciary. In the 
House, the “Act relating to common schools’’ 
wae reported back and read a second time, and 
referred back again to the committee for furthe, 
amendments. Mr. Rockwood, chairman of 
committee on Penitentiary, reported that they 
had examined the laws pertaining thereto, found 
them deficient and recommended the adoption 
of another act which he presented. 

On Friday the Council committee on Judici- 
ary reported progress on the “Act to incorporate 
Great Salt Leke City,”? and asked for further 
time. No further business, the Council ad- 
jourved till Monday. Mr. Holbrook, chairman 
of committee on Elections, presented a report 
of persons to be elected by the joint vote of 
both Houses of the Legislative Assembly, which 
waa read and referred back to the committee. 
The House adjourned till Monday. ;

The military on the 
field formed two hollow squares. With- 
in the inner one was the scaffold, and 
between the inner line and outer lines 
the citizens were admitted, no one be- 
ing allowed outside of the lines, except 
the mounted guards. At eleven o’clock 
the prisoner was brought out of the 
jail, accompanied by Sheriff Campbell 
and assistants, and Captain Avis, the 
jailor, when a small wagon containing 
a white pine coffin was driven up, upon 
which Brown took his seat. Six com- 
anies of Infantry and Rifles,and onefof 
and General and staff, number- 
ing twenty-five officers, headed the 
procession, and moved towards the 
place of execution. Brown was ac- 
companied by no minister, desiring no 
religious ceremonies cither in the jail or 
on the scaffold. He looked calmly 
around on the people, fully possessed; 
mounted the scaffold with firm step, his 
arms pitfoned by the Sheriff; bid fare- 
well to Capt. Avis and Sheriff Camp- 
bell—and at half-past eleven the trap 
of the scaffold was pulled away, and 
with a few slight struggles, John Browns 
yielded up his spirit. An overflowing 
meeting was held at National Hall, 
Philadelphia, the morning of the ex- 
ecution, t6 pray for Brown.— Numerous 
letters were read by Rev. Mr Furness. 
Addresses were also delivered by Lu- 
cretia Mott, Miss Mary Grew and 
others. |
